U.S. Patent Nos. 5,798,738 and 6,104,499 are in the same patent family as JP 08- 
329005 and U.S. Patent No. 5,875,296 is in the same patent family as JP 10-257048. 

The concise explanation of relevance of the Japanese patents is foimd in the 
attached English Abstracts thereof and in the explanation provided below. 

JP2000-1 12692 is imderstood to disclose an image forming system including a 

local copy machine and a remote copy machine, in which authentication is performed 
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based on an ID number provided by the local or remote copy machine to determine whether 
printing is accepted. 

JP08-329005 is understood to disclose a decentralized processing system and its 
control method. It is understood to be recited in paragraph [0029] that the operation 
manager 55 of the OA device 21 displays on the operation panel 41 that an access process 
is being executed through remote control by the personal computer 32 (remote mode), and 
that no direct (local) operations onto the operation panel 41 of the OA device 21 may be 
accepted, if any, once the apparatus has been placed into the remote mode. 

JP 10-257048 is understood to disclose a system having a Web server for user 
authentication. Once a user ID and a password have been transmitted, subsequent user 
authentication procedures are understood to be executed by means of a unique ID (based on 
cookie). 

JPl 0-1 91 010 is understood to disclose facsimile equipment. Information on a 
facsimile operation panel is understood to be described in HTML as a home page and 
displayed on a browser of a personal computer (Fig. 5). 

It is respectfully requested that the above information be considered by the 
Examiner and that a copy of the enclosed Form PTO-1449 be retumed indicating that such 
information has been considered.
